The need of an authentic list of Private Signals in use in 
the Shipping World has been apparent for a long time. 


This little volume has been compiled to fill the want. 


All the information it contains has been gathered with 
patience and care. For a large part of what is herein contained 
I am indebted to the Board of Trade (English) Circular of 
August, 1897, and to The Nautical Almanac, New York, 1898. 
Up to the time of going to press the latest registrations are 
included. 


It will be noticed that some of the signals of the steam- 
ship lines conflict in the use of the same colors. This is to be 
regretted, as it is liable to cause the vessels using duplicated 
lights to be wrongly reported. 


The trouble can however be easily corrected. 


There are yet some 300 or 400 combinations that can be 
made, and I would suggest that the less important lines make 
new ones, in order that the full value of the Private Signals 
may be maintained. 


For the convenience of those who use this little handbook, 
I have arranged a cross-index. The numerals at the left 
hand side of color index correspond with the numbers at the 
right hand side of the index to owner’s names. 


As it is my intention to issue this volume periodically, I 
shall appreciate any information regarding changes in signals or 
new registrations which may be sent to me.

International Signals of Distress. 


The Signals of Distress provided for in the revised 
Rules of the Road at Sea, being the Regulation for 
Preventing Collisions at Sea, which came into operation 
July tst, 1897, are as follows :— 


DISTRESS SIGNALS. 


ART. 31. When a vessel is in distress and requires 
assistance from other vessels or from the shore, the 
following shall be the signals to be used or displayed 
_ by her, either together or separately ; viz. :— 

In the daytime— 

1. A gun or other explosive signal fired at inter- 

vals of about a minute; 

2. The International Code signal of distress in- 

dicated by N C; 


3. The distant signal, consisting of a square flag, 
having either above or below it a ball or 
anything resembling a ball ; 

4. A continuous sounding with any fog-signal 
apparatus. 


At night— 
1. A gun or other explosive signal fired at inter- 
vals of about a minute; 


2. Flames on the vessel (as from a burning tar- 
barrel, oil-barrel, &c.) ; 


3. Rockets or shells, throwing stars of any color 
or description, fired one at a time, at short 
intervals. 


4. A continual sounding with any fog-signal 
apparatus.
